THE BAPTIST CHURCH. 


A New Edifice—One of the Ornaments of 


Keno. 


The burning of the old Baptist Church 


last Summer proved a blessing in disguise. 
The society sold the ground on which it 
was erected, purchased a much more desir- 
able site in Fowning's Addition, and built 
thereon the neatest and moat attractive 
church edifice in the State. 
The archi- 


tectural effect is both modern and faultless. 
Tha combining of the useful and beautiful 
in places of worship might be said to be 
modern, and contrasts as greatly with the 
somber gloominess of the structures of 
former days as does the teachings of she 
advanced pulpits of the present with those 
of former times, when, to ha religious, to 
lead a pious life, an artificial yoke ladened 
with everything that was adverse to social 
pleasures and the brighter phase of life had 
to be borne. 


This new t«mple, which will be dedi- 


cated next Sunday, is on the corner of 
Second and Chestnut streets, and cost 
between $6,000 and $7,000. I. J. Walker 
was its architect &nd builder, and produced 
results of which he can justly be proud. 
The building is no less attractive within 
thnn without. The ceiling is so formed as 
to give perfect acconstio qualities, thus 
making the interior pleasing to the ear and 
eye. The pulpit is an innovation, with a 
baptistry undarneath it, and a dressing and 
study room on either side, with a side 
entrance. There is a spacious platform far 
the choir on the right of the pulpit, fronted 
with an attractive balustrade, on which is a 
fine Mason & Hamlin organ, which will be 
presided over by Mrs. G. H. Taylor. 


The auditorium raises from the pulpit 


and is handsomely carpeted and seated so 
as to seat about 500 persons. 
The side 


aieles are four feet wide and the center 
three. 
A space of 20x30 feet in the rear is 


cut off by folding doors, when required for 
Sunday School and other purposes. The 
basement is large and commodious, a part 
of which will be fitted np for culinary, fes- 
tival and social purposes. 
The entire 


building, or any part of it can be brilliantly 
lighted up with the most perfect system of 
electric lights, which has been put in 
place.

Chnrch should be proud of this new struct-
